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(As nearly all Round Robin Readers know, the Editors and other 

BSR Associates have long been conducting a series of experimental 
seances with the 'non-professional' (and unpaid) trance medium, Mark 
Probert. Though RR does not wish to over-emphasize the psychic aspects 
of BSR work, the increasing interest in these communications, and the 
uniformly high level of discourse maintained by the Controls seem to 
us to justify, for the nonce, the following reprint of a synopsis form- 
erly prepared for Flying Roll (a publication lately discontinued). 


THE CONTINUUM: 


Question: Is there any such thing as a continuum in nature ~ any- 
thing which is homogeneous, not particulate, corresponding to the older 
idea of the ether? 


Answer: (by Control speaking thru entraced medium): This is not 
a yes-or-no question; it has what is called an excluded middle. It de- 
pends on what you mean by thing. There is no homogeneous substance or 
stuff, but there are various ethers of different degrees of fineness. 


Remember that ether is a term for an existent in space. Now, space 
as a projected idea, as some-thing imagined to exist by itself, cannot 
be a continuum, because the mind cannot produce such a concept without 
falling into contradiction. But the consciousness which produces the 
space idea is itself a kind of continuum, because it lives in an eternal 
Now and Here. Anything existing in time and space has to be discrete - 
made up of atoms or instants or points. But consciousness does not ex- 
ist "in" space and time ~ but these are "in" consciousness, or are modes 
of its functioning. Consciousness is awareness in a timeless present; 
it is a timeless or "pure" activity. 

In saying this I am speaking of separate individual minds, or per- 
sons. We can trace all the phenomena of the sense world back to the 
functioning of individual minds. Everything you know about an object 
reduces down to states or activitics of awareness. But wo are also a- 
ware that there is a plural number of minds. "A" is aware that "B" ex- 
ists, and "B" is aware of "A", and so on. Each is creating his om 
space-time world. Also, these two separate mind-created worlds have 
much in common, because "A" and "B" often have what you call the 
"same" experience at the "same" time. T is last fact means that tho 
philosopher has to postulate something a8 addition to individual minds, 
A postulate is a necessary assumption. He can't think the universe with- 
out this postulate - nor with it cither, perhaps! If you try to think 
of the Absolute, or God, as a First Cause, you are thinking in terms of 
time and causa - (next page 
(NOTE: We do not have spacd to present questions and replies vorbatim; 
the present article is a summary and represents the writer's understand- 
ing of the Communicators! meaning. The Controls are Orientals for the 
most part. 


tion, which are functions of your own mind. And a first cause is 
something which has no cause itself, and this destroys the whole prin- 
ciple of causation or reasoning by which you are working. The reason 
always commits suicide when it looks for a first explanation or First 
Cause =- and yet it cannot get along without one. All the reason can do, 
really, is to operate in the field of manifestation, and neither to 
affirm nor deny the Absolute. - Of course, when you speak of emotions 
and instinct and religious faith and so on, you are in another field 
of discourse. 

Going back to the form of your first question - remember that the 
world of your physical sciences, of phenomena, of sense impressions, is 
a world which is projected by, or perhaps through your individual 
minds. Your minds are so made that the external world, as you call it, 
is subject to time and space and causation. And so matter, and energy 
also, has to be discrete or particulate. And the mind finds in itself 
the laws which obtain in this mind-made world. It is the mind dişcover- 
ing itself. That is what science is. Because Nature is always Nature- 
as-known-to-consciousness. There is nothing else to appeal to. You can- 
not say anything at all about Nature-in-itself, but only about Nature- 
as-perceived by you. Intuition and instinct will give you certain ex- 
periences, but now we are telking about reason and logic and the 
world of sense-perception.

The question as to whether the thing-in-itself exists is like 
your question about a continuum. It is not a yes-or=no question as it 
stands. 

Your mind is a centralized or focalized activity. It forms ideas 
and images - say, the image of a cube. That energy or power which takes 
the cube form might be called the cube-in-itself. You don't need to 
say it is your own mind making the cube; but the cosmic energy or 
life is functioning through your center and making it. Of course,it 
is silly to suppose there is some kind of 'material stuff' put ‘out 
there' in space to make a cube. That is not philosophy but only child- 
isnness. Stuff and shape and distance and shape are things created 
by mind - like time and causation. The cube~in-itself is the creative 
force which produces the cube-form, and that force is of a mental 
order. All energy is of this same type in the last analysis. 


Change: 


Certainly, change takes place. And change to you implies time - 
one thing now, and then another, in time sequence. You ask how the 
awareness can act in an eternal Now, and still experience change. 
Wherever there is consciousness there is time and motion and 
change. But these things are ‘inside‘ consciousness. Consciousness 
is activity, and activity means change. It is an activity that has 
duration, but there is no ‘outside’ time in which it exists. We do 
not believe the cosmic mind, the Omniverse, is in time, but It has 
duration in the present, and as our individual minds it thinks 
time and space and change. 
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There is nothing in this to interfere with scientific thinking. 
But the basic concepts of science depend on maetphysics. Whenever 
science tries for final explanations, it becomes metaphysics or phil- 
osopny. When the occultist reduces an atom or an electron to count- 
less myriads of 'holes' in the koilon, he is not doing anything radi- 
cally different from the scientitst who works the atom down to elec- 
trons, protons and other components. He is still doing spacd-time 
thinking and picture-thinking, and imagining an ether as ome kind of 
energy-stuff ‘out there' in ‘space'. These ideas are all right as 
methods for thinking the universe, and because of the nature of our 
minds we can't avoid them; we have to function in space-time-causation 
forms. But we should try to recognize the true situation. 


The subconscious: 


The communicators use‘this term with great reluctance. They affirm 
that it should be applied only to the control of the automatisms of the 
body - digestion, circulation of blood, heart action and so on. Apart 
from this, there is (they say) no sub- or unconscious mentation., Con - 
sciousness is never suspended, but shifts its focus of awareness {i.e., 
shifts itself). We are always ‘unconscious' of anything we are not 
aware of. If the reader's mind is closely centered on these words, he 
is ‘unconscious' with respect to things about him, and to practically 
the whole omniverse. But what, then, is recollection or memory? The 
current notion seems to be that the thing recollected is somehow 
stored up in the 'subconscious', end that it is from that mysterious 
region that the mind, acting under the principle of association, is 
able to bring into consciousness the facts which are ‘recollected’ or 
‘remembered.’ But this idea is not correct. What actually happens is 
this. Everything which happens, without exception, is stored in the 
‘memory of Nature' or astral light or Akashic Record. You can say,if 
you prefer, that the all-pervading ethers are in some way modified by 
every fact and event, and this record is permanent. In the effort to 
remember the mind tries to make contact with this record, and it does 
this by following the clues or laws of association. When the tuning~-in 
is accomplished, the rapport established, then the 'forgotten' fact 
reappears in consciousness. This is the general position of the com- 
municators on the extremely important concept of the subconsciousness. 

The writer then reminded the communicators that the whole nature 
of thought has a kind of automatism about it: no one can say, ' I am 
now going to think the word black - and then think it. One can,how- 
ever (apparently) decide 'I am now going to think about De Vries 
experiments'(or Julius Caesar or the binomial theorem or the latest 
'movie'), and then proceed to do so. It seems that we can select the 
category, but the subsequent thinking within the category simply 
rises in the mind by associational processes. We may dismiss some 
thoughts and entertain others, but we do not create them. The play of 
association is automatic and involuntary. Moreover, what we call true 
and logical thinking is made for us, not by us. We cannot really 
think, 'two plus two makes five', tho'of coursd we have the words 
and can speak them; nor can we really think of an Scorn growing into 


a cabbage. Certain 'laws' of the mind and the facts of experience 
predetermine the thought-forms. -- We are accustomed to analyzd memory 
into retention and recollection, and to say thet every experience is 
retained (somehow, somewhere, in the 1t subconscious’ ) while only a 

small portion of these can be recalled by applying certain stimuli - 
trying to recollect. Under the concept advanced by the communicators 
there is no un- or subconscious retention by the mind of the individual, 
but the Mind of Nature retains everything. 


The communicators readily concurred with most of this: that is, 
they took the ground that it is possible to recognize the automatism 
of thought, and of recollection, without employing the current con =- 
cept of a subconsciousness at all. They appeared to admit that there 
was a small region of ‘free’ volition in thinking, and that we can 
open or close channels, or decide to ‘tune in! or tune-out (which is 
about equivalent to making a choice of categories). It is in this 
region that the doctrine of responsibility appears. * 


Responsibility: 

Some of the comnunicators have from time to time rejected the 
doctrine of moral responsibility as this is commonly understood = 
and have profoundly shocked some of the F.R. readers by doing so. 
They have declared, for instance, that all moral valuds are man-made 
and that the Cosmic Life knows nothing of good or bad. "There's 
nothing either good or bad but thinking makes it so." Of course,the 
ideas of good and evil go very deep. Their root is, that to our 
finite perceptions, change exists, and something we call evolution, 
which seems to be directional and not mere change, which would be 
chaos. That which conforms to this current, to the 'plan' of Nature, 
we call good, sand thet which opposes is bad. All these, however, are 
clearly time-concepts. They are our way of thinking about the cosmos 
and human life. But that does not give them any final validity. And 
much of the emphasis on the responsibility-idea arises from man's 
self-importance, his effort to feed his own ego. There is really no 
goal for man except the pursuit of knowledge, and what we call badness 
disappears in proportion to increase of knowledge. This pursuit is 
endless, but goodness and badness (relative ideas) disappear as it 
progresses. The word GOD is a symbol for the cosmic life. The ex- 
istence of God or the Cosmic Life is a matter of faith, provided 
faith be defined as a postulate of experience which is rationally 
undemonstrable. Man is a psychophysical entity capable of un - 
limited development. DUTY means "learn, grow, unfold". The mode of 
unfoldment is increasing attunement to the God-life, Cosmic Life. 
And each man acts as he does because of his stage of development. 


* Note: We invite the attention of psychologists to this very pro - 
ductive hypothesis. We hope that’ someone closely familiar with the 
history of psychology will send us references for the historical 
appearances of this idea, or of closely related ideas. 


The doctrine of the High Self is regarded by the Communicators 
somewhat in the following manner: 

The entity which is the personality has a power of selectivity 
or choice; it can change its vibratory rate and so 'tune in‘ on diff- 
erent wave lengths. (V.note under 'Responsibility'). Consciousness is 
continuous experience, and the entity has the power to learn by experi- 
ence, and so make 'better' and 'higher' selection of subject matter. 
To invoke the High Self, then, is really to invoke the vast potential- 
itis of the personality. Such invocation is greatly to be commended, 
because it has a powerful suggestive effect and leads to unfokdment 
and development. 


Whet constitutes a 'medium'; The controls agree in saying that 
in a mediumistic person the sympathetic nervous system its highly 
strung and sensitive to etheric vibrations and magnetic influences. No 
specific cause for such a condition can be assigned; the causes lie 
deep within the history of the entity. This has reference to the 
‘natural' medium; the sympathetic nervous system can be sensitized 
in many persons by processes of 'development.'... There are import- 
ant differences between sleep, trance, and hypnotic trance ..."As to 
instrumental communication; any instrument you devise will still have 
to use energy from the body of a person on your side."(This does not 
mean that a mediumistic person need always be present). "Yes, I be- 
lieve that one can go on acquiring knowledge through what you would 
call endless time... I believe that reincarnation is inescapable for 
all humans during many thousands of years of your time... As to the 
war predicted for the near future - foreknowledge of such a war does 
not exist on this plane, and the other controls here concur in this. 

IF it is written in the Akashic Records it will take place, but only 
a few can be sure of reading these Records correctly. I do not say 
that I myself can read the Records... I do not believe that the 
Etheric visitors to your planet will permit such a war...I concur 
with what has been said by other controls about discs or Lokas...." 

(Sentences in quotes are from Contrl "Mr.X"). 


Brief as this present article must be, it perhaps will convey 
some idea of the general philosophic outlook of the communicators 
at the Mark P. seances. All of them, if pressed, appear to accept 
the concepts of the "all-consciousness school" - which Brunton some- 
where refers to as the ultimate secret of occult teachings. Whether 
the basic problem of self and not-self (of I-self am not not-self) 
is solved by this school, remains for one's philosophical predilect- 
ions (it appears to me to advance beyond Hegel and Fichte on this 
issue)... We trust thet our attitude toward these communications is 
understood by this time: they are not to be regarded as revelations, 
nor even as superior to the run of philosophic thinking on our own 
plane. But they represent the attitudes and concepts of highly in- 
tellignet minds on the astral (Summerland) level, and are presumably 
conditioned by the experiences, advantages and instruction of anoth~- 
er level of existance than our own; hence (it seems to us) cannot 
fail to be of peculiar interest and usefulness.

HYPNO-DIAGNOS IS 


An Exemple of Its Contemporary Use

Mary Baker Eddy was accustomed to refer to hypnotic influence as 
‘malicious animal magnetisme? But that was in the days when the benefie 
cent influences of hypnotism were little understood. Now it is being 
used widely as an anaesthetic in hospitals and as a time-saving tech- 
nique in psychoanalysis. A less frequent but even more striking use 
of it is in medical diagnosis, a fine example of which is seen in the 
clairvoyance of Edgar Cayce, who for more than forty years diagnosed 
and prescribed with uncanny accuracy while in the hypnotio state. 


Cayce died in 1945, but the same type of work is being carried 
on by two earnest women doctors in Los Angeles, who since 1947 have been 
using hypnotic diagnosis with outstanding success. Their names are Dre 
McInerney and Dr. Stalons. Dr. Frances McInerney first became inter- 
ested in hypnosis as a young woman while attending the University of 
California in Berkeley, where she obtained her B.S. and M.A. degreese 
It was not until many years later, when she was graduated as a DC. 
and licensed to practice as a doctor in the State of California, that 


she began to experiment with it. Dr. Ruth Stalons, who first came to 
Dr. McInerney as a patient and later became her associate, shared her 
interests, and they began to study and experiment together, Dr. Stalons 
proving to be the better subject of the two. They soon learned that 
Dr. Ruth went easily into the deepest stage of hypnosis, often called 
somnembulism. 


Dr. McInerney was at that time reading Alexander Cannon's book,, 
Sleeping Through Space, in which hypno-diagnosis in medicine is dis- 
cussed at some length, and its increasing use predicted for the future. 
This prompted Dre McInerney to direct their hypnotic experiments along 
diagnostic lines. 


One of their first subjects was the office nurse, who had @ se- 
vere attack of nausea and vomiting. Dr. Stalons while in the somnam- 
bulistic state was asked to observe the nurse's body and tell what was 
the trouble. Her diagnosis was gallstones; her prescription, special 
diet and treatment with choline, or colloidal sulphur. The nurse then 
went bo an X-ray clinic, and the X-ray picture exactly confirmed the 
presence of the stones. Through following the treatment prescribed, 
under Dre McInerney's care, the nurse's general feeling of well-being 
gradually returned and the stones are now smaller. The diagnosis stated 
that they can be completely dissolved if the instructions given are 
followed. 


The dependability of Dr. Stalons' trance analyses was demonstrat- 


ed in this and many other purely exploratory cases. Dr. McInerney con- 
tinued in her practice as before; but now she began to supplement her 
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professional diagnoses with experimental hypnotic diagnoses from Dre 
Stalonse Many times her own analysis was confirmed; sometimes it was 
contradicted. 


An interesting instance of the latter is seen in the recent case 
of a Los Angeles social worker of about 60 who had suffered for some 
time with a large and painful swelling on the joints of her right hand. 
This condition had been diagnosed as arthritis. Hearing of the work 
of Drse McInerney and Stalons through one of their patients, she de- 
cided to consult them. Dre McInerney made a routine examination and 
also diagnosed the condition as being arthritic. Then, still not 
satisfied, she proceeded to check on it with Dr. Stalons in the hyp- 
notic state. Speaking in trance, Dr. Stalons maintained that the swell- 
ing was not arthritic but was due to tuberculosis of the kidneys and a 
resulting overload of toxins in the lymphatic system. Chlorophyll was 
to be taken internally and various other treatments were prescribed, 
Under Dr. McInerney's care, the woman followed this prescription. With- 
in one week the lump had receded to half its size and she experienced 
great relief from the pain. 


In the two years that they have been using hypno-diagnosis, Drse 
McInerney and Stalons have treated some 200 to 300 cases with outstand- 
ing success. As in the case of Edgar Cayce, methods of treatment pre- 
scribed are various. Sometimes adjustments, chiropractic or osteo- 
pathic, are recommended; sometimes vitamin therapy; hormone therapy; 
short wave; diathermy; diet; surgery; medication; hydro-therapy. 


Several Los Angeles doctors know of their work and refer patietts 
to them for diagnosis, after which they == the other physicians -= con- 
tinue to treat the patients along the lines indicated by the hypno— 
analysise 


The present writer has observed the doctors work on several oc- 
casions, and was struck by the accuracy with which they described the 
organic problems of persons totally unknown to them. The well-known 
ammonia test was applied to Dr. Stalons to determine whether or not 
she was actually in the somnambulistic state. She passed the test 
successfully. 

Drs» McInerney and Stalons have shunned publicity and hope to be 
able to find time for increasing research in the coming yearse One 
important aspect of their research concerns the relationship of the 
magnetic force field, or aura, to the various bodily diseases. They 
have found, for example, that certain marked abnormalities in the aura 
are invariably associated with epilepsy. Another realm of their in- 
terest concerns age regression. They have on some occasions regres- 
sed the patient back to the day of birth, and sometimes to previous 
lives in order to find the basic cause for the pathology of the pres- 
ente Pressure of time has made it impossible for them to do much of 
this type of investigation, however. While the doctors are interest- 
ed in the karmic cause of disease, their primary concern is a prac- 
tical one == ieee, the alleviation of human suffering. 


REGISTRATION) CHIMES magazine for July '49 contains an article. maer 
OF MEMORY . ) the title opposite, by J. Gilbert 3. Wright, which we 


summarize as follows: 


Two facts are usually ignored by spiritualists: (1) The here-living 
often manifest in seance rooms by all the usual means ~ trumpet voice, 
direct voice, materialization, automatic writing and so on. There is no 
way to tell these commmications from those of the "acad". (2) A com- 
municator, say a wife; identifies herself thru medium A. Immediately 
afterward she may come again thru medium B, and again prove her identity. 
But she may then have no recollection of her first communication thru A, 
and may even deny it. 

The situation may be something like this: Memory is first register- 
ed in the brain cells, but the pattern is soon transferred to the astral 
or etheric counterpart. At death, body memories are completely trans- 
ferred to the other vehicle. When we are out of the body in dreams, in 
astral flights, or expressing ourselves thru mediums, memories of the 
experience are stamped on the astral mind but are not transferred to the 
Waking consciousness. When a spirit communicates thru a medium, the 
memory of that fact is impressed on the brain or astral equivalent of 
the medium; it becomes his property, is available for future sittings, 
but is not transferable. There is continuity from one seance to another, 
but not if we change the medium. The sequences of mediums A and B are 
uninterrupted, but there is no cross-transference. A departing communi- 
cator has a "gratulatory sense of reminiscence" but nothing more — tho! 
at the next meeting it will all come back to him, if the same medium is 
employed. The stored memories belong to the medium only. 

Mr. Wright has formulated these concepts after a study of state - 
ments made by a communicator "William", thru the medium Kenneth Manley, 
at the home of the Rev. Owen R. Washburn, and concerned the failure of 
communicators to recall recent interviews with someone present. 

There are numerous instances, in the Mark P. seances, where a com- 
municator, puzzled by some question, withdraws temporarily and goes in 
search of information, or of some other entity to take his place. The 
assumption (perhaps too easy a one) is that he remembers everything 
that has taken place during his period of control. Also, communicators 
often refer to recent past happeningsnot mentioned in any seance, but 
apparently observed by them from the astral side; here too, the memory 
flow is from the astral toward and into the physical - which Mr. Wright 
rules out. These facts admittedly do not prove the case or disprove 
Mr. Wright's thesis, but the situation appears to be more complex than 
Mr. Wright believes. 

The fects were therefore stated to the communicators of the Mark 
Probert seances, and the trance control known as Professor Lunts (or 
Luntz) replied at some length. He replied that our memory of dreams and 
astral experiences is evidence of a 'memory flow' from the astral and 
toward the physical. He asserted that on relinquishing control of the 
medium's organism he retained memory of what had been said and done. 

But he went on to explain that this was not always true of all communi- 
cators. Those who were inexperienced and unskilful often forgot what 
had taken place during their period of control, or else (and quite often) 


remembered it in a vague and confused manner, very comparable to the way 
in which we remember dreams or astral experiences after waking. Like the 
latter, these memories quickly fade. This is the explanation of cases 
cited by Mr. Wright (v.(2), para. 1, this article). 

When asked if normal memory, on the astral plane, when no attempt at 
communication was under way, was better or worse than our normal memory 
here, he replied that the mind was much clearer and memory better on the 
astral. (We add, that probably nine-tenths of all the perplexities and 
contradictions encountered in trying to 'prove identity' of communicating 
personalities, arise from this fogging-up of the mind of the control,and 
accompanying susceptibility to suggestion from sitters and from the mind 
of the medium, which is almost always active in some manner and degree. 


This communicator then referred to the fact that a subject under 
hypnosis could be instructed either to remember or forget events of the 
hypnotic trance, and that this indicated the memory flow in either (or 
both)directions. The hypothesis formulated by Mr. Wright was, in his 
Opinion, mach too broad. 

It also happens at times, that some entity (personality) while com- 
municating thru a medium "A" will refer to previous communications from 
himself and/or from other astral persons, made thru other mediums, in 
other places and months or years past. The present writer has observed 
many such instances. The medium "A" had no knowledge of these previous 
messages, and the first or earlier medium was not involved in the seance. 
Evidently these memories existed elsewhere than in the 'subconscious! of 
the first medium. 

It may be of interest to add, that the communicators of the Mark 
Probert seances, seem to hold that memory consists of recollection only, 
in the individual; the retention or permanent record is NOT in the 
brain cells of either the astral or etheric body, but in the "astral 
light", or "memory of Nature" or the eternal ethers. Recollection con- 
sists in turning the focus of consciousness onto this Record; the laws 
of association still obtain, and the reading of the Record is very 
sketchy and incomplete. This is due to our lack of control of conscious- 
ness. Seership is simply a fuller control of the ability to ‘read' the 
cosmic memory. The whole doctrine that every past experience is some- 
how ‘stored up' in the 'subconsciousness' of the individual, thus goes 
by the board. Consciousness is capable of functioning on a number of 
different ‘levels' or 'planes', either in sequence or simultaneously 
(as in the projection of doubles, bilocation, etc.; yet in its basic 
nature it is a unity, and no one part or form or level can properly be 
called 'sub-' or 'super' (hence the rejection of the term ‘subconscious’ ). 
There are simultaneous co-conscious states, and one of these may at 
times seep through (so to speak) into another. Thus in bilocation the 
knowledge of being in two places at once may exist in brain-conscious- 
ness; or this knowledge may be divided. Brain-consciousness is aware of 
being ‘here', and the double may be elsewhere, and fully conscious also, 
but without communicating this fact to the other or 'first' self. We 
recommend these statements to orthodox psychologists, especially to 
play-boy hypnotists, who continue to juggle dangerously with matters 
of which they are grossly ignorant. * 

* (These final strictures in no way apply to Mr. Wright, who is an 
able and distinguished investigatorswith wide experience. ML ) 
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Concerning instrumental Communication - and - Relative Densities 


In Round Robin for May 1949 appeared a lengthy article entitled 
TWO INVENTORS RETURN, by J.Gilbert E. Wright, which included diagrams of 
the Edison and the Vandermuelen signalling devices for interplane communi- 
cation. On June 27 an unidentified commmicator dictated the following 
statement to Mark Probert, by clairaudience. It was addressed to Mr. 
Wright, but contains material of considerable interest to all students of 
the questions involved. 


Communication for J.G.E.¥W. 


The mechanism you have been given to make contact with our side of 
consciousness, While very helpful in many respects, is of little value 
unless there is an individual present who has the X-quality that goes to 
make up what is termed mediumistic force or energy. Energy would be the 
proper term, force would be the activity generated by the changing of the 
acid condtion of the brain cells. This force goes to work upon the chem- 
istry of the body, and in materialization it extracts quantities of al- 
bumin and phosphorus . The amount of phosphorus as a rule is small, but 
the quantity of albumin is governed by what the visiting entity is going 
to use it for. The loss of energy noted in almost all materialization 
mediums is due to the rapid evaporation of these chemicals while pro - 
jected from the medium's body. 


I feel that if such mediums are given a urine test both before and 
after physical demonstrations a somewhat over-amount of albumin and 
phosphorus will be found to exist in the kidneys. For an experiment, 
take some of this albumin and let if dry on black paper, and you will 
discover, if you have not already, how well it can be used for black 
paper writing. There is something else we wish you to consider. For 
many years now, most of your scientists who go into the investigation of 
physical phenomena do not seem to realize that matter that goes to make 


up shape and form on the unseen, is much denser than matter on the p - 
sical. It is assumed that because your solids can be turned into lig - 


uids and then gases, and that certain of these gases become unseen to 
the physical eye due to the wider separation of their component parts, 
and the greater accelleration of their atomic motion, that a similar 
condition exists on other planes of consciousness. If this were so, 

how could a disembodied entity take your physical matter and spread it 
over his body? * No, sir, this could not be done if your matter were 
heavier and denser than ours. One could not spread heavy and dense mat- 
ter on matter that was less dense than itself; the latter could not 
hold up under the strain. 

Surely this substance called ectoplasm is not the entity itself, 
any more than is the flesh you wear, you. On death the dense body re- 
moves itself from the lightly constructed coat of chemicals, and this 
causes the physico-chemical body to break up and fall apart, or what 
you call decay. This is true of all things, that as soon as the life 
energy withdraws, that substance becomes lighter in weight and density. 
Weight, like all else, is a relative condition depending not on the 
thing itself, but on the pressure of attraction another body may have 
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for it. If it were the extreme lack of density in our matter that gave 
us the ability to pas through physical matter of your plane, then we 
would automatically pass on through the physical-chemical robe of ecto- 
plasm we tried to cover our bodies with so that you might see us, The 
fact is, however, the electronic bodies that whirl around the atom or 
nucleus of our matter are gathered closer to the nucleus, due to the 
lowering of heat radiations from the nucleus. 

This constriction of the electronic field of our atom gives our 
bodies a greater density and elasticity in comparison to yours; it is 
also why our atom of matter can pass right on through the electronic 
field of the atom of your matter without disturbing its ficld. In demo- 
strating this activity in a drawing it would appear something like this: 


(The communicator then guided the hand of the medium, and drew a

If we make a wheel-diagram of primal matter and its four transfor- 
mations, or patterns, it is necessary to make some provision in the 
diagram for the subdivision of the ‘southern realm! -- the astral- 
chemical complexe There ate two ways (at least) of doing this. One 
way is to say that each of the four transformations, or patterns, 
exists. in both a simple form and a complex form -- a conclusion reas- 
on and experience can verify. However, in the cases of the other 
patterns of matter, the division seems to be less distinct, less 
definite, and more gradually, evenly arrived at. The line of de- 
marcation between simple and complex organizations must be set ar- 
bitrarily, and it is possible to set up as many different systoms 
of division as there are people to set them up. 


In the case of the astral-chemical division, on the other hand, 
the difference is observable, because the levels of organization are 
distinct in nature. A pile of stones of varying sizes could be used 
as an example of what is meant by ‘tobservable' or ‘natural’ points 
of division, in contrast to points of division that may be arbitrari- 
ly decided upon, 


_Suppose there is a pile of stones. The smallest stones, of which 
there are a great many, are about the size of little peas. The lar- 
gest are about the size of grapefruit. In between these two sizes 
are many other stones of graduated sizes, so that if one stone of 
each size is taken, they may be laid out in a graduated line, like 
a long string of "graduated pearls’. Because the increase in size 
between any two stones would be part of an even progression, it 
would be difficult to divide the string into sections, by observa- 
tion or any other means, Any division would be possible, because 
any division would be completely arbitrary. 


However, if the stones in the pile were graduated in size, but, 
in the middle of the possible 'string' there was a sudden departure 
from the regular rate of increase, it would be possible to make a 
division on the basis of this observable difference. If, instead 
of making a smoothly graduated line, the size suddenly increased bo- 
tween two of the selected stones from, say, walnut-size to the size, 
for instance, of a small orango, and thereafter proceeded gradually 
to increase to the grapefruit size, the jump in size would make a 
tnatural’ point of division in the string or line of stones. 


To all intents and purposes you would have two divisions -=-= two 
"strings or possible lines in which to arrange all the stones in 
the pile. If they were all sandstone pebbles, all made up of grains 
of sand stuck together, the comparison would be complete. Every- 
thing in the astral and chemical divisions of the third transfor- 
mation, or pattern, of matter is made of combinations of that fun- 
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damental pattern. All sandstone pebbles in the pile are made of grains 
of sand. What makes them different from one another is the number and 
arrangement of those grains of sand. 


The conditions that make astral ‘atoms' different from chemical 
‘atoms! are conditions of number, ‘arrangement, and functional rela- 
tionship. The biggest difference between the two kinds of atoms lies 
in the number of fundamental astral pattern-units they contain. A 
chemical electron, for instance, is heavier and more complicated than 
an astral liquid molecule. 


Now, to return to the problem of charting this difference intelli- 
gibly. As was stated above, it can be done by dividing the wheel into 
eight divisions instead of four. Or it can be done without extending 
the arbitrary divisions to the other patterns of matter. 


First, make the fouresectioned ‘wheel’, or cross upon the circle, 
as was done before, placing the four transformations on the four car- 
dinal points of the compass as they appear on a map: north at the top, 
east at the right, south at the bottom, and west on the left. The as- 
tral-chemical complex, we remember, is called 'the southern realm,' 
and so it appears in the south on our diagram map, The chemical world, 
constructed from the astral matrix, can be thought about as an exten- 
sion of the astral world. Therefore it becomes logical to extend a 
line downward from the south point of the diagrem, and place a symbol 
for the chemical world at the bottom of that extended line. This will 
also help the remembrance that chemical matter is the heaviest, most 
complicated form of matter. 


Now, let us look at what we have. 


If we wish, we can draw this symbol in a variety of forms, and it 
has been drawn in many forms by the proponents of different 'schools' 
of symbolic thinking: as a plain cross, as a haloed cross, as & cross 
with a spiral, or a rose, upon it -- ora man=symbol, as an unfolded 
CUDEe sesoses 


You will be able to think of others, and form association patterns 
of your own that may be revealing.

(Charles W.Kenn, H.R.A. Quoted by Max 
Freedom Long, F.H.F.). "The first 15 lines are given over to an invoca- 
tion of the Gods . . as a way of fastening the mind on the higher Beings." 
'The term aumakua wovers many types of beings, from Nature spirit and 
group soul to the personal High Self. Above the level of the High Self 
were several levels of the "Gods of Heaven"... All things are made up 
of force or Mana, plus the appropriate kind of consciousness...In this 
prayer there is no special set of thought-forms for affecting the fut- 
ure, such as the Kahunas used, or any effort to accumulate mana and pre- 
sent it to the Gods. But note that there is no form of sacrifice or ex- 
tended ritual.' (Max Freedom Long, in HRA Bulletin XI, June 15,1949).

Curious experiences } . . .' In 1929, near Mobile, Ala., about 11:30 
of Dr. J.H.D., D.C. at night, I told those present (Dr. and Mrs F.) 
Houston, Texas. that I had just seen an old friend injured, — 
suffering, and seemingly on the other side of a 

pane of glass. I wrote to the person 'seen' and two weeks later had an 
answer. He had been in a car wreck, the car turned upside down, and it 
Was necessary to break the rear window to remove the occupants. . . 

In 1923-24 I was employed in the Woolworth store at Dublin, Ga.for 
the holidays; they could not get any of the local boys to work 
in the store room on account of a ghost ... I saw this ghost under elect- 
ric lights and in broad open sunlight and in shadow, about 30: timas;. at 
distances from 30-feet to zero. I held my arm across the passage way 
once and he went through my arm (or it through him) as if it wasn't 
there. The last time I saw it, it came through the wall from an adjoin- 
ing shoe store. The manager of this store heard it walking and went to 
investigate; it walked through the wall right by him and he went into 
hysterics and ran out screaming. He resigned his job that night... 

(Dr.D. also relates occurrences in a house in Gainesville, Ala., in 
1911. A shot-gun murder had taken place there during the Reconstruction 
period. One day he and a young colored boy went exploring in the attic, 
and left their hats on the landing. They heard sounds but could not lo- 
cate them; then on returning to the landing found that their hats had 
been moved. This happened a second time. They then saw the hats picked 
up from the floor and thrown to the foot of the stairs. "We hit the 
bottom about the same time the hats did and broke the latches on the 
- door getting out ... the invisible SOMETHING had been within six feet 
of us."

"Another experience was with a 'Disc', but it was not flying high. 
It was about a foot from the ground, was faintly luminous, and about a 
foot across. It followed me for about a block one night near Heath, 
Ala. (about Feb. 1941). I was on my way to a party, thought the object 
was a dog but could hear no sound of footsteps, so stopped and waited 
for it to catch up. I saw that it was not an animal and bent down to 
get a good look, as it was pretty dark, but it swerved away from the 
straight path and went a couple of feet to my left as it passed. It 
was three or four inches thick, faintly luminous, moved without sound, 
and after it travelled about 20 feet ahead it made a left turn and went 
off across the fields."

TALE BY A PRINCE OF SIAM

trees "By the way, I made a very interesting contact while living in 
Seattle that might interest BSRA. Through a friend who is a profes- 
sor at the University of Washington, I met a young man from Siam who 

is a student there. He comes from one of the royal families and car 
ries the title of 'Prince' in Siam. He is in this country to study | 
ceramic engineering, which he is taking at the University of Washing- 
ton since it is one of the six universities in the United States with 
complete facilities for this course. 


"One afternoon, thé conversation turned to religion and magic, 
and he told me the following experiences that had happened to him per- 
sonallys 


"It seems that in the royal families each individual has his own 
"priest" or spiritual advisor and a very close relationship exists be- 
tween them. One day the Prince (his name has eight syllables and one 
has to struggle with the pronunciation so I'll just call him the Prinoe) 
broke his arm below the elbow. He called his priest, who took him to 
the temple. After lighting incense in the burner in front of the main 
temple buddha, the priest anointed the skin over the broken bone with 
warm coconut oil. He then spoke a certain word to the Prince and told 
him to put everything out of his mind but that word and to concentrate 
deeply on it. The priest then tapped on the dais on which the buddha 
sat, with a teakwood wand, chanting a mantram all the while. Then he 
gently stroked the skin over the broken bone with the wand, repeating 
the mantram, and the bone was healed instantly. I asked the Prince 
if the healing didn't involve faith on his part and he said that it 
didn't, that in fact at the time he was sure that the break couldn't 
be healed without going to a doctor and having it set, but that out of 
regard for his priest he had submitted to the "treatment". Not that 
he didn't believe it could be done for others, because he knew that 
it had, but that he was sure it wouldn't work with him. (Like most of 
us I think, our faith in something generally following personal proof, 
at least I find that I'm built that wayt) 

"He also told me that tuberculosis is very prevalent in Siam and 
is cured by the priests in the following manner, often after no hope 
of a cure is given by the doctors. The priests bless large bunches 
of bananas in a sacred ritual which takes about fifteen minutes to 
perform. This ritual takes place in the temple in front of many 
buddhas that are seated on a raised dais, and it includes the use of 
mantramse The bananas are then given to the patients who are to eat 
one every morning and one at evening in a small ceremony in their 
homes. This ceremony is the burning of certain incense in front of 
the patient's own buddha. The length of treatment depends on the con- 
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dition of the patient, sometimes being only a few days, and in severe 
cases, & couple of monthse X-rays of severe cases after two months 

of banana eating (other meals are eaten in regular manner and quantity 
during this time) show no sign of tuberculosis, not even scar tissue. 


"Somehow, after reading "The Secret Science Behind Miracles", I 
do not find any of the things my little friend told me seem too strange. 
And they do not all pertain to healings, either. Some of the things 
done by the priests seem to be done just for the fun of it, or to mys- 
tify an audience, as the following incident, which took place ina 
cemetery or burying ground. The Prince said that it was done one night 
to entertain a group of his friends. I judged from the way he talked 
that there must have been probably thirty or more present. Slips of 
gold-leaf about two by two inches were passed around, one to a guest. 
Each was told to put his name or any secret mark for identification 
on this gold-leaf and then roll it into a tight roll and drop it into 
a container. The container was then shaken up and the tiny rolls were 
scattered to the winds, some of them even going over the edge of the 
cliff into the river below, others into the woods at one side, and 
some fell in tall grass nearby. The guests sat quietly in a circle a- 
round the priest and the empty container. The priest then chanted a 
mantram and entered a state of concentration so deep that it was like 
a trance and he soon started to shake or shiver as though he had the 
palsye Then, in a short time the tightly rolled pieces of gold-leaf 
started dropping into the container from above. A few at first and 
then faster until they were all back and each guest identified his 
own before they left the burying ground. This, of course, sounds to 
me like teleportation and probably was, but the one thing that I note 
ed in all that the Prince told me was the consistent use of mantrams. 


"Another time he told me that astrology is a revered science a= 
mong the priesthood in Siam and that much care and ceremony goes into 
the making of natal horoscopes. In fact, though he often shrugged 
and sometimes belittled some of the other things that he told me, as 
though he felt that I couldn't possibly believe them to be true, and 
that he too, doubted them even when they pertained to him personally, 
he was all seriousness about astrology. He said that the priests of 
Siam had astrological knowledge that was unknown to the rest of the 
world and that their horoscopes were so correct that it was really 
uncanny. I certainly wouldn't be surprised if that were so and I 
wonder what other esoteric knowledge they hold that probably came 
down from old Cambodia in ages pasteccee”

CURRENT MYSTERIES AND PHSNOMENA

MYSTERY LIGHT. Eva Firestone, of Upton, Wyoming, has kindly submit- 
ted the following note from Ede Ludwig, 3304 Bonnie Lane, Stockton, 
California: 


"I had an experience during the war, when I was in the 
Coast Guard. Our ship was approaching Palmyra, a little 
island about 800 miles southwest of Hawaii, when we re- 
ceived a radio message saying that a Navy plane had been 
lost at sea, and we were asked to join in the search. We 
searched for nearly twenty-four hours and found nothing. 
Then, the following night, at about midnight, when I was 
just off watch, I suddenly spied a brilliant, globular 
light in the sky. It was about three times the brillian- 
cy of the brightest star or planet, and large enough so 
that I made out its roundness. It appeared stationary 
for a minute or so, then began to move in slow, slight 
movements. Our ship was moored in a lagoon and was per= 
fectly still, so there was no influence by the ship's 
motions... The brilliant ball came closer, moving for 20 
or 30 seconds, and then remaining motionless. Somehow I 
had the feeling we were being watched, as if the ball 
were observing our little island. The ball kept moving 
slowly, pausing now and then; and at last it covered an 
area of sky perhaps X of 100 dégrees. Then it speeded up and 
traveled away from the island, toward the direction in 
which the plane was lost." 


Mre Ludwig then says that inquiry the following morning revealed that 
"NO planes had been in the air that night." The object had moved in 
absolute silence.... "And it couldn't have been anything Japanese, be- 
cause this wes in June 1944, and no Japs were within a thousand miles 
of uSeeee The missing plane, by the way, was lost very mysteriously. 
Its radio direction finder somehow reversed the direction of the is- 
land and the plane flew in exactly the opposite direction -=-= so said 
the Captain, with whom I talked. Maybe the inhabitants of the sphere 
wanted specimens!!" * 


V-SHAPED SAUCERS. (Boise, Idaho, July 25, 1949) A Boise Valley pilot 
(who asked that he remain anonymous) reported that he saw V-shaped ob- 
jects pass within 1500 feet of his plane at a tremendous speed. “They 
were V-shape, with an under-belly."

(B aton Rouge Morning Advo- 
cate, Aug. 9, 1949 == Credit, Thomas C. Atkinson) Assistant U. S. Ate 
torney and former Navy pilot Oliver P., Schulingkamp described a globe 
he saw over Lake Pontchartrain, August 8th, as travelling about 600 
miles an hour and trailing a "brilliant orange gaseous matter." It 
was flying a straight level course at about 2,500 feet. He says, "What 
I saw was man-made." 


FLAT SHEET OF "ALUMINUM" (Redmond, Ore., July 26, 1949. INS) "A flat 
sheet of aluminum, travelling at tremendous speed in a southeast di- 
rection, at about six to seven thousand feet, seen by three persons. 


"SMOKE FROM HADES?" (From contributor Ralph Holland) A well-driller 
of 30 years' experience, drilling a water well in St. Helena, Calif., 
recently reported that, beginning at 100 feet, an odorless smoke rose 
from the shaft, filling a ten-foot area around mouth of wall. At 120 

and 125 feet the smoke was still rising. The digging was the hardest 
he ever encountered 


STRING OF DISCS. A Northwest radio broadcast, July 30, 1949, told of 
a man in Connecticut seeing "a string of fifteen or more discs." 


THIS AND THAT. We wrote to farmer Clifford Kline, Union City, Miche, 
who saw a ‘disco! at close range last June, asking for further infor- 
mation. He replied with the following details: He saw it on a clear 
evening at about 7:40 P.M., 200 feet from him, flying about six feet 
from the ground. Kept level flight, no noise. Disc "oval" in shape, 
about 3' x 4f in size. Going from N.E.e to S.W. Color, "“reddish-brom 
fringed with white." 


STRANGE FLYING LIGHTS IN OREGON. (The Oregonian, Aug. 2, 1949) The 
two red lights’seen in the sky over Portland, Vancouver, and Camas, 
Oregon, from 10:00 P.M. to 11:05 P.M., July 30, 1949, remain a mys- 
tery. Seen by the CAA traffic controller at the Portland airport, end 
others. Air traffic over Portland was halted. An airliner in flight 
at 220 miles an hour "was passed at high ol tag by the red-lighted mys= 
tery ships" A Vancouver resident, who watched the lights for some time, 
stated they were travelling “very slowly". Air force officials said 
it "could not have been any military plane." It was also reported to 
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have dropped vari-colored flares. (Just so our aerial visitors don't 
get wise to dropping flares in our dry timberland.) 


ANOTHER"DISC" (Astorian Budget, July 5, 1949.) Jack Hallberg of Astor- 
ia, Washington, said he saw a bright, silver dise come out of the east 
at high altitude, fly along the Washington shore and pass out to sea. 
Visible "for about 20 seconds." 


BIG RAPIDS "DISCS". (Grand Rapids Press, July 30, 1949) Retired mail- 
carrier James Davidson said he saw discs "a week ago and again Friday 
night." Brilliantly lit and moving fast. Local WCTU president, Mrs. 
Russell Barnes ahd her husband, living next door, also saw them. (Credit 
Edmond Pe Gibson.) 


LANCASTER BIRD SHOWER (Undated and no paper title given.) Death of more 
than a score of starlings, wrens, sparrows and red birds, which appeared 
to have plummeted out of the sky posed a mystery. (Could they have 
been literally "frightened to death" by some aerial object not of this 
world?) 


COLUMBUS"SPACE SHIPS" (Columbus, Ohio, August 1, 1949.) David Boyle 
said he saw, between 7:15 and 7:30 P.M., a "thing, silver in color, 
which had red stripes on the sides and port holes and ‘looked like a 
space shipe¥ At the same time of day, David Walker said he saw “two 
headlights in the sky but one of them blinked off." Port Columbus 
officials said no airliners were due in during the period of observa- 
tion. (On July 30, 1949, remember, the craft with two red lights was 
seen over Oregon.) 


"A VOICE FROM THE GALLERY": This is the name of a small "fan zine" 
published "from time to time" in connection with a correspondence circle 
of persons interested in mysterious events. Not sponsored by the circle, 
but both are under the direction of Ralph M. Holland, 2520 - 4th St. 
Cuyahoga Falls, Ohio. The August issue of VOICE cantains a good deal 

of information about caverns, a message from "an elderly Tero leader,and 
minor items. The September number carries a synopsis of the KOCH CASE 
and KOCH TREATMENT for cancer, with acknowledgment of Round Robin's 
efforts along the same line and a commendatory paragraph about the 

BSRA and its publications; also a l-page article entitled WESTERN 
CAVERNS. No information about fees or charge for the VOICE, but we 
assume that Editor Holland will reply to inquiries. . . It's not too 
easy, always, to deal with sensational facts in a non-sensational and 
judicious manner, and at the same time not detract from their intrinsic 
importance. Mr. Holland seems to have this ideal in mind and to be 
achieving it, and since it is a Round Robin idea too, we extend him 

our best wishes. 
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FROG IN CEMENT BLOCK: Fellews Falls, Vt. April 25, 1949. Workmen 
Dreaking up cement blocks at local round house released a frog which 
had been imprisoned for 19 years. Frog was unharmed except for injury 
to one of its legs by the drill. (Credit Eva Firestone. A number of 
similar cases of imprisoned frogs are on record, apparently well au - 
thenticated). 


REINCARNATION 7 - Prediction magazine for July, '49, relates that nine- 
year-old Roberto Benzi, of Italy, is said to have composed no less than 
ten symphonies, and to have conducted selections from the Barber of 
Seville and Rigoletto, at Cannes, France. A second item concerns a 
12-year-old girl from Calabra, Southern Italy, illiterate, who says 

she spoke to the Virgin Mary, who told her there are no spinsters in 
heaven. (!!). The girl speaks Turkish without having learned the lan- 
guage, and converses with departed spirits in their various dialects. 
(Xenoglossy is of course a familiar aspect of mediumship; the apparition 
of the Virgin and conversation with her is also extremely common and 
probably involves a complexity of psychic and religious factors. But 
the problem of "genius", as with the boy musician poses the kind of 
data which should have strangled Behaviourism in its cradle). 


The TUCSON CITIZEN of April 28, '49, printed a story af a group cf 
university students searching for a lost mine, and of a conversation 
one of them had with a Mrs. Ayer, who lives “in the Superstition Moun- 
tains". Mrs. Ayer says, she has been told of a race of people three 
or four feet tall, and having a single eye in the center of the fore- 
head, who inhabit caves in these mountains -— and adds that she has 
found foot and hand prints the size for seven-year-old children on 
the floor and walls of a cave near her home. (This clip comes from 
Professor Jean Chauvenet of Los Angeles. As he himself points out, 
the great mass of such "data" is practically unverifiable, and when it 
can be and is investigated, three-fourths or nine-tenths of it is 
worthless. Yet what our hasty and cocksure scientists seldom realize, 
is that the residue, en masse, is very formidable - and that a single 
"exception" will invalidate a theory, in many cases ~ and that there 
is a whole library-full of occult-and-scientific thinking which deals 
with such outlaw phenomena in a very different way, and makes them 
lawful and possible and often probable a priori - and is NOT to be 
disposed of by the simple process of ignoring it. That, in case any- 
one wants to know, is our real reason far printing these newsprint 
oddities; there are lies and delusions in them - but to "throw out 
the baby with the bath water" by rejecting all such stuff in toto is 
the kind af smart-Alecking best left to "bright young men from Harvard" 
Margery case), and to pseudo-research groups who invade seances -but 
often to their om discomfort. This note by M.L., editor; Mr. Bessor 
resumes in the next paragraph). 


UNEARTHED REPTILE: Baker, Ore., July 28, '48. The staff of the State 
Board af Geology was puzzled by the unearthing of a lizard-like rep- 
tile which might be the survivor of an earlier age. Sige; six inches 
long - and green in color. It was found by two prospectors digging a 
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DEAD UNTIL WATER WAS POURED ON IT -— when it stirred into life. (Sus - 
pended animation is a nice problem, and evidently involves factors not 
present in hibernation, where the body fats are largely used up. Query: 
is it any more of a problem, or any different, if prolonged from an 
hour or a day into years or even centuries.-~ Mr. Bessor conjectures, 
maybe such objects as the lizard are Fortean "falls" from a region 
where suspended. animation is a common state; or that maybe teleporta~ 
tion by some kind of poltorgeist agency is involved. Ed.) 


SARDONIC! One Mr. D.H.Gordon, of Palomar, Calif., has been using his 
binoculars on "discs" of thistledown "rotating and flashing" near his 
mountain ridge home, and thinks there's a good chance this is the 
answer to the mystery of the flying discs. Publisher Wing Anderson 
sends the clip with the following annotation: "No need to waste any 
more time on the Discs, now that we know what they are. The only ques- 
ion left is how thistledown can take on sp many shapes and fly from 
500 to 1000 miles per hour on a still day!" We add, they also carry 
lights, make noises, have many shapos, and fly in formation. Vive le 
thistledown! (Ea. ) 


THE GULF STREAM is showing its vagaries again; it's only 22 miles off 
the New Jersey coast when it "should be" 80 miles aff-shore. Weather 
experts in England are bothered too, and fishermen off Cornwall caught 
170 pound tropical turtle instead of the lobsters they wanted.
